Man-iii-Space 
Capsule Try 
Failed To day 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
CP) — An attempt to launch 
a man-in-space capsule o n a 
crucial test failed to day . The 
Redsto ne bo o ster ignited and 
cut o ff and then a ro cket es­ 
cape to wer bro ke lo o se and 
sho t sev eral tho usand feet in­ 
to the air. 
The Redstone and the one-ton 
u nm anned capsu le were left on the 
pad. 
The lS ^-foot tall tower, resem ­ 
bling , a m iniatu re oil derrick and 
pow ered by three sm all solid-fu el 
rockets, pu lled free from the cap­ 
su le and rose throu g h a low-hang ­ 
ing clou d bank. Abou t 40 seconds 
later, it fell back onto the cape 
abou t 2.000 feet from the lau nching 
pad. 
The Redstone w as to boost the 
bell-shaped capsu le 130 m iles into 
space and drop it in the A tlantic 
220 m iles dow nrang e. 
The escape tower, which is de­ 
sig ned to pu ll the capsu le free and 
g et it back to earth safely in case 
of a m alfu nction in the booster, 
ig nited alm ost sim u ltaneou sly with 
the Redstone. This added som e con­ 
fu sion to the scene.

o f o v ertaking United 
States pro ductio n. The key wo rd is tro uble, and there is 
plenty o f tro uble in sto re fo r the United States in any ev ent.

Disaster Not Likely 


Such a disaster is virtually im ­ 
possib le.
